First S art For the Pole. 


On the 8th of Septem ber, ei rht men 
I with seven sledgi 
ninety dogs aud 
provisions for lour mot uhs, started. 
Tile ground was perfect. The tem pera­ 
ture was not had. 
Til® next day it 
appeared

started

early, as th e tem perature os the fol­ 
lowing days fell and was kept steady 
between minus 50 and (JU celsius (58 
degrees aud 76 degree.'I below zero, 
fahrenheit.
